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IMPLIED WARRANTY IN THE SALE OF FOODSTUFFS.

Ani interesting (lecision of the Supreme Judicial Court of Massa.
cliusetts is publishled in this issue of the Public Health Reports, page
3477. A Massachusetts man and his wife were made ill by eating
pork, and they brought suiit for damages against the dealer who sold
tho meat. The court state(d the facts as follows: "His wife [the wife
of the purchaser], acting as his agent, left to the defendant the selec-
tion of the meat, anid pai(d for it at the current priee for souid, whole.
somei pork chops. * * * Trle (efendant Freshmain undleretook to
makw the selection so left to him. The meat was cooked, and was
eaten by the plaintiff and his wife, and both were made sick."
The law of Massaechusetts applicable to the case was stated in tlle

opinion as followvs: "Wh4(ere the buyer at a sliol) relies on the skill
and judgmienlt of the dealer ini selectinig foot, ani(l it is ma(le known to
the dealer that his knowledge and skill are relied on to supply whole-
some food. he is liable if it is not fit to be eaten; while, in case the
buyer himself selects p)rovisions, tlhe tialetrs implied warranty does
not go beyond the implied assertioni that hie believes the food to be
sound. "
The court decided that the lhusband was entitled to damages, but

the wife could niot recover becausc "thle onily sale wtas that made to
her husband through her as his agent, " and " there was lno contractual
relation, alnd hence no warranty," between her and the defendanit.

MALARIA.
A PUBLIC IIEALTH AND ECONOMIC PROBLEM IN THE UNITED STATES.1

1F'ew
give diue cattention to the comnimoilate aiffairs with which thley" have
become faumiliar. An exotic disease whliel thireatenis invasion or ain
occasional malady of which little is kinown will arouise a general

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interest, wlile ailments wlicih are' widely prevalent and are thor-
oughly understood receive the most meager attention. Plague,
leprosy, or typhus fever arouses to instant activity the press, the
leople, and the hiealtlh authorities, while commoner diseases, thougl
nore destructive, receive far less consideration.
Tlle puirpose of hiealtlh departments is to promote tlhe welfare of

the l)eople by securing theem against unnecessary exposure to dis-
ease. Their duity is to prevent the preventable conditions which
produice disease. It wouild seem logical, then, to devote first atten-
tion to the conditions which our present knowledge slhows to be
surely l)reventable and, of these, primarily to the ones which offer
the fewest obstacles to control. If of suchl disease-producing fac-
tors we hlave any whiclh at the same time are affecting large num-
bers of people. tlhey would seem to demand our first efforts. Malaria
is a disease produced.by such conditions.
- 'To fear death and-thie diseases associated witlh death and to give
less consideration to the ailments wlichliare not directlv mortal are
cominon clharacteristics. Malaria is not commonly a direct cause of
death and has aroused little of the interest uisually associated with
more obviouisly fatal morbid processes.

It is not commiiilonly realized that eaclh attack of disease does
somne injtury to the hliuiman imaclhine, leaves some orgrani weaker than
it was before, and lessens the time duiring which the body can con-
tinute to resist the destructive agencies in its environment. The
termliinal illness is not usually the one which has been the decid-
ing factor in (letermining the individual's length of life. It is
frequtently buit the list inimical process to attack a weakened lhuman
organism, an organismi exlhausted and with diminished resistance
ais a result of previous diseases and miiorbid processes. Malaria is
at potent factor in determiining the average duration of life in areas
whlere it is endemic. This influence is not only one directly affect-
ing the individual, but it also lhas its effect on the offspring. A
miother suffering from clhronic malaria can not satisfactorily nurse
hier clhild. Nor will the clhild have lhad the same prenatal advan-
tagres as the offspring of a healthy parenit. Then, too, a malarious
fatlher will not be so likely to furnislh a suitable economi-ic status
for the family. Malaria is not alone a hlealtlh problemii. It is equallv
an economic problemii whiiclh miierits consideration aside from its
relation to health.

Former Prevalence.

Ait onle timne nml-l1aria was endemic over a muchi greater area of the
IJniited States thaan it is to-day, and inl many sections whlere it is still
(ndemic its prevalenice hias greatly dimiiniislhed. Fifty years ago the
disease prev-ailed fartlher nortlh than it does now. The endemic area
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extended to the Great Lakes and into Canada. Ague was in this sec-
tion the most common of ailments and quinine the most universal of
household remedies. The early lite-rature indicates tlhat the disease
was formerly more or less prevalent ailso in Iowa, Minnesota, tlle Da-
kotas, Utah, Colorado, Montana, and W'yo0m1ing.
The northern boundary of prevalence hias gradtually receded. leav-

ing here and there more or less localized endemic foci. Whly it has
disappeared from large areas and clting to certain localities is largely
-a matter of conjecture, althiouigh a careful stutdy of conditions wouild
probably explain the apparently perplexinig phienonienon. It wouild
be of interest to explain' satisfactorily why it lias all buit disappeared
fromii Wisconsin and lichiigan, two States at one time badly infected,
and still persists in certain sections of New England. The underlying
reasons for the recession of the northern boundary of endemicity are
probably thlat, other things being eqtual, the conditions necessary to
the perpetuation of the disease are found increasingly falvoralde as
one approaches the equator and that the disease is disappearinig first
from the localities where the climatic conditions are the least favor-
able to it.

Mahlaria, is also diminishiing in miiany localities of the South. The
reasons for thiis, given by Dr. Carter, for onie localitv afnd based upon
personal observation, were: (1) The improved economic status of
the farmer, which made possible better lhouising and a better environ-
ment geneially. (2) The more extensiv-e cultivation of the land,
with the consequent better dr-ainage and fewer collections of stand-
ing water in whichi the mosquiitoes can bireed, and the cleaning up of
brushi and othier wildtgriowthi in w:liicli the mosquitoes find shelter.
(3) The more general use of quinine, whichl h1as beconme a houselhold
renmedy and is taken freely in all cases withi chiills or fever as well as
for otlher symptons of illness.

Present Prevalence and Geographic Distribution.

The impossibility of knowing the prevalence or viruilence of a dis-
ease in the absence of the systematic reporting of cases or the manldng
of intensive sickness surveys of the popuilation is especiallv well ilhlis-
trated in mnalaria. Tlhere are few diseases to whlichl liealthi depart-
inents hlave given so little attention. Seven years ago letters were
sent by the United States Ptiblic Health Service to the lhealthi de-
partnients of the States in whiell malaria was suippose(d to be most
prevalent, asking for information as to the distriibuition of the dis-
ease in the several States, but the information was not available.
The same lack of information lias been in large measure trite of cities.
Health departments as a riule (1o not coie in COntact witlh mlalariia,
an(d to them the disease seldoom projects itself as a problem. In a
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population heavily infected with malaria a few cases of smallpox
cause the taking of immediate measures for control, while malaria is
entirely ignored, although usually of far greater import.
Nor is the opinion of the practicing physician as to the prevalence

of the disease in a locality mluch more accurate than that of the health
department, although hie comes into direct contact with cases and
might be expected to know existing conditions. Asst. Surg. Gex.
H. R. Carter, in reporting on an investigation of a particularly
malarious locality in the South, stated:

* * * At nio place was I able to obtain any definite statistics as to the prev-
alence of malarial fever there, not even as to its comparative prevalence or its
virulence. Eaclh physician had an impression that It was " much " or " little,"
" less than " or "more than,* or " about the same as " the last 5 or 10 years. It
was " not very malignant " or " showed many bad cases " in the opinion of differ-
ent men. I could not determine the number of cases, even approximately, in any
comnmunity. * * *

Also in speaking of his observations of the prevalence of the disease
in a section of North Carolina, a locality probably typical of the areas
wlhere the disease is most prevalent, Carter thus described the con-
ditions:
In the absence of statistics, I canl only say that there is much malaria in east-

ern Nortlh Carolina, mnainly of a rather mild type, tertian, but there is some estivo-
autumnal. There is somne in every town I visited, generally in proportion in-
versely to its size, but varying, of course, witlh its environiment. There is much
more in the country and of severer type thani in the towns. In days not long
gone by there was a large amount of extremely severe malaria in this section,
not less thanl there was in the Canal Zone, and there is from report not a little
now, especially blackw;5ater fever and malaria of the cerebral type, in some rural

districts and villages. * * *
In Ilost districts in the tidewater region but few people livilg in time country

cani attaini time age of, saiy, 30 years witlhout imialarial attacks eniough to acquire
a high11 degree of immiiiiuniity, like the niatives oni the Istlhmuiis and other mialarial
localities. Those whlio dlid not attain a fair dlegree of immiiiunity would probably
jiot attain adult age. The prevalenice of mialariai, tlhen, is mlost injurious to chil-
(kreni, whlo are, of course, niewcoiimers, durinig the timiie they should be getting their
growth and edluication, and it gives tlhemii a permiianent lhanidicap in life.

The Puiblic Healtlh Service lhas for the last four years circularized
the plhysicians of imost of the Soutlheln States to ascertain as definitely
as this miieans would allow tlle prevaleince of the disease. To deter-
mine its geograplhic distribution elsewhlere circular letters of inquir.y
were sent recently to the health departments of all the other States and
of cities of over 10,000 population. The records of the occurrence of
miialaria at Army posts were also consulted. Tlle mortality records
of the registrationi area for deatlhs were examined, but, of course,
gave little information of value, for the reason that malaria may be
prevalent witlhout appearing in the records of deatlhs. This is illus.
trated by the fact that between 1904 and 1914 there were in the Army
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in the continental United States, excluisive of Alaska, over 13,000 cases
of malaria, while during this time there were only 2 deatlhs duie to
the disease. Between 1907 and 1914 there were over 7,000 cases witlh-
out a death. Then, too, in civil life malaria frequiently is given as a
cause of deatlh whlen the deceased was affected witlh some other condi-
tion and not malaria. This is truie botlh in malariouis localities and in
localities wlhere the disease does not exist. And as malaria appears
comparatively infrequently in mortality records at Imiost, it is impos-
sible by this means to separate malariouis from nonmalarious localities.

Ass to the geographic distribuition of malaria in the Uniiited States
at the present time, thlere are tlhree principal wvell-recognized endemiiic
area.s, one large area and two smaller ones. The large en(lemic area
covers the whlole soutlheastern portion of the Unite(d States, ha.lving
for its souitlhern boundtarv the Guilf of Mexico; for its western bolund-
arl, a line drawn fromii Eagle Pass, on tlhe Rio Gand(le. to Leaven-
wortlh. Kans%; for its easterin bound(lar.y the Atlanitic seaboard; its
nortlhern bouindary, a line drawn fromii Leavenwortlh, Kans.. east-
war:d some distance nortlh of the Olio RiPver and exten(ling to the
Atlaiitic on a line witlh the nortlhern boundary of Marylan(l. Of
the two smiialler endemiiic areas, one incluides a section of the north-
ern part of New Jersey, southeastern New York, Connectictut. Rlhode
Island. and part of the State of Massachusetts. Thle third recognized
endemic area is in California, and includes the Sacramiento and San
Joaquin V,alleys, wllich occupy a large portion of the central part
of the State. It is probable that tlle New England eIi(leIiic areta
actuially extends souithward to the large soutihern area of whicih it is
in reality a part.
As indicated by repoirts received froiii State .and city health de-

partuments and the records of Armiiy posts, tlhere are lesser eil(lemiC
areas scattered lhere and tlhere in miiany otlher States. (See m1ap.)
The recorids of the Armiiy posts are not witlhouit inter'est. Fort

Waslhington. Md., lhad for several years uip to 19113) the highlest
malaria sick rate of anv post in the United States. The adminission
rate varlied fromii 736 per 1,000 mieani str-eng-wthi in 1906 to 172 per
1.000 in 1'91-2. In the anniual reporot of the Suirgeoni (hImmeiwal of thle
Army1\r for the Year 1h11. in refeIIing to the conditioi ;at Fo)rt Wa. sh-
ington. it was state(l that the malartia rate at this post w1-as hiiglher
thlan tlhtl of any post in the Phlilippines garrisone(l by white tr-oops,
except (1aip Stotsenburg-f.

Whlile the imalaria rate in the Army has, steadily declinied durling,
recent years, it is suggested that tlhe causes are the improved condi-
tions at the posts, better barracks, and greater attention to screeningr
and draiiage, also that the troops still suffer frolml tle infection
present in localities surrlouindingr many of the posts.
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In 1914 the highest malaria rate at any Army post in the United
States was 73 per 1,000 mean strength at Washington Barracks in
the District of Columbia. The second highest was at Fort Myer, Va.,
just outside of Washington, and the third highest at Leavenworth,
Kans.

Economic Importance.

In localities wlhere mialaria is endemic large numbers of people
tire likely to become infected sooner or later. Many become infected
year after year, and in some the disease becomes chronic. Infected
individuals have their efficiency impaired as parents, as workmen,
.;nd as citizens. Infected workers lose more or less time because of
the disease and are less satisfactory workmen. lVhile it is true thaat

in endeemic localities adults frequently develop an immuinity, this is
done at the cost of infections enduired during, childhood and
youtlh, wlen the effects are a serious handicap to proper physical
development and education. A malarioiis population may therefore
be expected to be physically and educationally suibnormal according
to the degree of prevalence of the disease.
The economic importance of the disease is well bro'ught out by a

report of von Ezdorf 1 on conditions at a 'Mill town in an endemic
area. According to the health officer of the town, who had been
employed by the mills to render medical services to the employees and

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their families, 75 per cent of the people in the town had malaria
during the summer of 1910, and its prevalence duriing 1911, 1912,
.and 1913 was as great. The population was constatntly slhifting,
many families leaving on account of the prevalence of malaria, otlhers
coming in search of work. It was estimatedltlat 50 per cent of the
population were in a sense transients. Mills were operating short
lhanded muelh of the time duriino these vealrs. The medical services
in attending the sick suiffering from malarial fev-ers becamllle arduous,
so tllat during the fouir montlhs of June, July, August, and Septem-
her, 1913, visits on account of malairia alone averalged 50 per day.
At times there were three, follu, and ev-en as many as seven members
of a family suffering witlh malar-ia at tlle same time.
In October, 1913, a hiouse-to-lhouse canvass of fouir blocls was mliade,

&ind of 500 persons, 233 reported hiav-ing hiad clhills anid fever during,
t;hle pi'eceding five imontlhs. Thle blood of 400 personis was examIined
and tlie plasmiiodiuim founiid in 55, or over 13 per cent, app)roxiimately
1 in ev-erv 7 examiiined.
Measures were inaugurated to get rid of mosquiito-breediing places

aind the utse of qutininie was encour'aged. A year' later the towvn was
again visited and the blood of 780 persons examined. Of thlese only
35, or 4.5 per cent, slhowvedl infection. The lhealtlh officer reported
at this timiie tlhat hiis visits amiliong the mill emnployees for several
monthls luad averaged not over onie a day, and that miany of these were
undoubtedly for old1 infections lusting over fromll previous years.
T'he mial.aria rate hlatd continuouisly decreased dulrillng the mlioIitlhs whleni
it was usually at its worst. The lealtlh officer of the towin in hiis
r-eport for 1914 stated that wlile during the summiiiier 'of 1913-, p)rior
to antimialarial work, the miiills were constantly slhort of lhell) on ac-
couint of the large numiilber of emiiployees sick witlh mnalaria. dturinig the
stutiiier of 1914 there lhitd )ot beeii a day wA-hlen the miills didl nioit have
sulflicient lhelp. Tle miianager of onie mill also stated that the ini-
provemient in the regutlaritv and efficiency of the emiployees ha(l
beeni such thlat the anioulnt ($1,000) whliel the mnill had comutrlibtted
to the fun(d for antinlos(luito wi-ork w%A-as inore than regained ill on1e
milonitlh's operationi.

DIur-intg the stueceding y-er ve-y few cases of newv iinfection were
fouind, altlhouiglh a iiumiiibeir of clhronic inifections p)ersisted. InT
October, 19)15, the exanimination of the blood of 968 1)ersonls showed
only 3.5 i)er cent infecte(l, whlIile the bloodl of i30 peuesoiis liinlg in.
surrounding uncontrolled territory .liowed 6 infections. At tl is tine
the mianager of onie of the mills-previously menetionied wrote:

I will frankly admnit thlat I couild not reallize waliat Ca great chanlige could(i be
brouight about by systeimatic work nn( wANitlh comp.l)ratively little expense. The
miiooney spent in antimalarial work liee ha.l.,; ptaid the quickest :11(1 miost enioi llollmou
dividenids I have ever seen from any Investment, and after having had our ex*
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perience I would, if necessary, do the work over again if I knew it would cost
ten tillmes the amount. * * * Our experience has taught us that the eradi-
cation of muosquitoes iv nlot onily the proper thing to (1o fromii a strictly hiealth
standpoint but it is ani exceedingly profitable thing to do.

Conclusion.

In conclusion, the malaria situation in the United States may be
stimmned up as follows:

(1) In the territory extending fromii the Gulf of Mexico to a line
north of tile Ohio River and from the Atlantic seaboard to and into
the eastern part of Kansas, Oklahoma, and Texas, few, if any, locali-
ties are entirely free from malaria. In most of the lowlands it is
-very prevalent; in the miountains and better drained areas less
prevalent.

(2) The disease is also endemic in southeastern New York and
parts of Connecticut, Rhode Island, and Massachusetts, and in Cali-
fornia in tlhe Sacramento and San Joaquin Valleys.

(3) There is probably no State in the Union in whiclh the disease
is not present and in whiclh it is not spread by moesquitoes grown
locally.

(4) The disease constitutes one of the big natioral hlealth prob-
lems. It is also an economic problem of importance.

(5) The actual geographic distribution of the disease anid its
relative prevalence can be definitely determined only by making
painstaking malarial surveys or by requiring cases to be reported
to the healtlh authorities and the authenticity of the reports verified
by blood examinations.
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PREVALENCE OF DISEASE.

No health department, State or local, can effectively prevent or control disease without
knowledge of when, where, and under what conditions cases are occurring.

Mr Gearing, acting as the agent of her husband, purchased from the defendants some pork chops. The

chops were selected by one of the defendants, who sold them. They were eaten by Mrs. Gearing and
her husband, and both were made ill. The findings of fact showed that the defendants had not been
guilty of negligence. The court decided that under the laws of Massachusetts Mr. Gearing could
recover damages for the breach of an implied warranty that the chops were sound and wholesome, but
that the warranty did not extend to any person other than the purchaser. Consequently Mrs. Gear-
ing could not recover.

DE COURCY, J.: The sales act (St. 1908, c. 237, Sec. 15) provides:
Subject to the provisions of this act and of any other statute in that behalf, there is no implied warranty

or condition as to The quality or fitness for any particular purpose of goods supplied under a contract to
sell or a sale. except as follows:

(1) Where the buyer expressly or by implication, makes known to the seller the particular purpose for
which the goods are required, and it appears that the buyer relies on the seller's skill or udgment, * * *
there is an implied warranty that the goods shall be reasonably fit for such purpose.

(3) If the buyer has examined the goods, there is no implied warranty as regards defects which such
examination ought to have revea!ed.

Even before the enactment of this statute, it was recognized as the law in this
Commonwealth, that where the buycr at a shop relies on the skill and judgment of
the dealer in selecting food, anid it is made known to the dealer thiat his knowledge
and skill are relied on to supply wholesome food, he is liable if it is not fit to be eaten;
while, in case the buyer himself selects provisions, the dealer's implied warranty
does not go beyond the implied assertion that he believes the food to be sound.
Farrell v. Manihattan Market, 198 Mass. 271, 84 N. E. 481, 15 L. R. A. (N. S.) 884, 126
Am. St. Rep. 436, 15 Ann. Cas. 1076.
The application of this rule of law to the facts as found by the trial judge is decisive

in the action of Percy A. Gearing. His wife, acting as his agenit, left to the defendant
the selection of the meat, and paid for it at the current price for soun(l, wholesome
pork chops. (See Hunt v. Rhodes Bros. Co., 207 Mfass. 30, 92 N. E. 1001.) The
defenidant Freshman unidertook to make the selection so left to hiim. The meat was
cooked, and was eateln by the plaintiff and his wife, and both were made sick "because
of the unwholesome, unsound, poisonous or unfit quality or conidition of said pork
chops." The order of the appellate division in this action must be affirmed.
In the action of the wife, Katherine Gearing, the appellate divisioni ordered judg-

ment for the plaintiff on the first count of her declaration, and from this the defenidants
appealed. The count is apparently framed in contract, for breach of an implied
warranty or condition of fitness for food. The declarationi purports to be "in tort,"
presumably on the theory that an action of tort may be mainitained upon a false
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warranty. See FaiTell r. Manlhattan Market Co., 198 Mass. 271, 274, 84 N. E. 481,
15 L. R. A. (N. S.) 884, 126) Am. St. Rep. 436, 15 AInn1. Cas. 1076, and cases cited.
Thc difficulty witlh the case on this ground is that there was no contractual relation,
an(l hiCiic 110 warranty, 1)etwenll Mrs. Gearing and the defendants. The only sale
was that ma(le to her husband through her as his agent; and a cause of action in con-
tract ac&rucd to ihim thereon, as above set forth. The implied warranty, or to speak
more accurately the implie(d coiiditioil of the contract, to supply an article fit for the
purpose required, is in the niatuire of a contract of personial inidemniity with the original
purchaser. It does llot "run with the goods." Willistoni on Sales, Sec. 244. Le-
bourdais v. Vitrific(l Wheel Co., 194 Mass. 34], 80 N. E. 482; Roberts v. Anheuser-
Busch Brewing Associationi, 211 Mass. 449, 451, 98 N. E. 95.
Assuming that the question of Mrs. Gearing's riglht to recover in tort for niegligence

is before us, the findings of fact are conclusive against her. The sale apparently was
one of "adulterated food " under R. L. c. 75; Secs. 16, 18, 24; and the violation of the
statute by the defendants presumably was some evidence of negligence. Berdos v.
Tremont & Suffolk Mills, 209 Mass. 496, 95 N. E. 876, Ann. Cas. 1912B, 797. But
that is controlled by the finding of the judge, that no negligence in fact was shown on
the part of the defendants. In the absence both of an implied warranty and of negli-
gence on the part of the defendants, the action of Mrs. Gearing fails. Roberts v.
Anheuser-Busch Brewing Association, uibi supra; Crocker v. Baltimore Dairy Lunch
Co., 214 Mass. 177, 100 N. E. 1078, Ann. Cas. 1914B, 884; Gately v. Taylor, 211 Mass.
60, 97 N. E. 619, 39 L. R. A. (N. S.) 472; Wilsoni v. Ferguson Co., 214 Mass. 265, 101
N. E. 381.

In the case of Percy A. Gearing the order of judgmenit for the plaintiff must be
affirmed; and in the case of Katherine Gearing the order of the appellate division must
be reversed, and judgment enitered for the defendants.



STATE LAWS AND REGULATIONS PERTAINING TO PUBLIC
HEALTH.

IOWA.

Tuberculosis-Disinfection-Employment or Attendance of Affected Persons at
Schools and in Certain Industries Prohibited. (Reg. Bd. of H., Aug. 29, 1916.)

All apartments and -dwellings occupied by persons affected witlh tuberculosis (con-
sumption) shall be deemed to be infected premises. It shall be the duity of the local
boards of health upon the death of any person affected with tuberculosis to disinfect
the premises occupied by such person in accordance with the ruiles prescribed by the
State board of health relative to infectious diseases. Eveiry dwelling, apartment, or
furnished room occupied and vacated by a person affected with tubercullosis shall be
closed until properly disinfected as directed and herein stated, and shall be treated
the same as though a person had died, and it shall be unlawful for any person, either
as owner or occupant, to rent or occupy any such premises without first obtaining
from the health officer of the local board a certificate showing that said premises have
been properly disinfected as herein provided.

All local boards of health and peace officers are hiereby ordered to pay strict atten-
tion to the enforcement of all of the requirements as lherein stipuilated.
Persons affected with tuberculosis not to attend schlools or engage in certain employ-

ments.-WVhenever a principal or superintendent of any school or a county superin-
tendent in any county, or any health officer in the State of Iowa, shall have reasou
to believe that any superintendent, principal, teacher, pupil, or emplovee in any
school, public or private, in this State, is affected with tuberculosis, lhe slhall so inform
the health officer, whose duty it shall be to procure or cause to be procured by the
family plhysician a sample of the sputuim or otlher discharges of sucl supposed infected
person, and forward the same to the laboratory of the State board of health at Iowa
City for examination. Should such examination reveal the presenice of tubercle
bacilli, such superintendent, principal, teacher, pupil, or employee slhall be excluded
from the schools until such time as laboratory examination subsequently made shall
fail to reveal the presence of tubercle bacilli. All laboratory ex.i^minations made under
this reg,ulation shall be free of expense to tlhe patient.
The employment of any tuberculous person in or abouit any confectionery, bakery,

dairy, meat market, lhotel, restaurant, r;ailway traini, or diining car, theater, library,
church, department store, or otlher place where numbers of persons habitually con-
gregate, is prohibited by the State board of lhealtlh.

Milk and Milk Products-Sale Prohibited from Premises where Communicable
Diseases Exist. (Reg. Bd. of H., Aug. 29, 1916.)

Wlhen Asiatic cholera (cholera), acute poliomyelitis (infantile paralysis), bubonic
plague, diphtheria (including membranous croup), epidemic cerebrospinal meningi-
tis, leprosy, measles (inclutding German measles), scarlet fever (including scarlet raslh
and scarlatina), smallpox, tuberculosis (including consumption), typhoid fever, or
typhus fever exists in any house or dwelling occupied by a dealer or seller of milk or
other dairy products, he shall discontinue to give, sell, or distribute such products to
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any person, or to creameries or butter factories, and such milk or dairy products shall
not be removed from the infected or quarantined premises until a written permit is
granted therefor by the mayor or township clerk, and countersigned by the health
officer. No person who attends cows, or does the milking, or who has care of milk
vessels, or who manufactures or handles butter or other dairy products, or has for sale
or distribution butter, milk, or other dairy products shall be permitted to enter any
premises wherein exists any of the diseases named herein, nor shall he come in con-
tact either directly or indirectly with any person who resides in, or upon, or is an
occupant of such infected or quarantined place or premises.

Spitting-Prohibited in Public Places-Cleaning of Spittoons. (Reg. Bd. of H.,
Aug. 29, 1916.)

Prevention of tuberculosis.-The sputum expectorated by persons affected with tu-
berculosis (consumption) is infectious, and tlherefore a serious menace to the public
health. In order to prevent dissemination of this disease it is hereby ordered by the
State board of health of Iowa that spitting upon the public sidewalks, or upon the floors
or stairs of any public building or other premises where the public congregate, or upon
th3 floors or steps of any street or railway car, or other public conveyance is hereby
prohibited and forbidden.
The custodian of every public building and the manager of every street or railway

car operating in this State shall cause all cuspidors used therein to be cleansed and
disinfected by steam or other approved disinfectant, at least once each day, and shall
keep not less thazi one-half pint of a 5 per cent solution of carbolic acid in each cuspidor.

MARYLAND.

Soft Drinks-Serving-Individual Containers-Sterilization of Utensils. (Reg. Bd.
of H., Sept. 8, 1916.)

On and after September 1, 1916, no person in this State shall dispense or sell any
soft drink to be drunk on the premises, unless the same shall be served in a container
which shall be immediately thereafter destroyed: Provided, however, That when a glass,
other container, or spoon is to be used more than once, it shall be thoroughly washed
in an alkaline solution, and subsequently submerged in boiling water for at least five
minutes, and thereafter kept in a clean and sanitary condition.
Anyone violating this rule shall be guiilty of a misdemeanor, and subject to a fine

not exceeding $500.
MINNESOTA.

Ophthalmia ,Neonatorum-Notification of Cases-Prevention. (Reg. Bd. of HE,
Nov. 23, 1916.)

96. Ophthalmia neonatorum defined.-Any condition of the eye or eyes of an infant,
independent of the nature of the infection, in which there is any inflammation, swell-
ing, or rednessin either one or both eyes of any suchinfant, either apart from or together
with any unnatural discharge from the eye or eyes of any such infant within two
weeks of the birth of such infant, shall be known as ophthalmia neonatorum.

97. Duties ofphysicians, midwivves, and others.-It'shall be the duty of any physician
or midwife in attendance on or in charge of a confinement case to treat the eyes of
every newborn babe with a 1 per cent solution of silver nitrate.

98. It shall be the tduty of an¶y midwife immediately to call a legally licensed physi-
cian in every case in which symptoms of inflammation develop in one or both eyes of
infants under her care.

99. It shall be the duty of any physician, surgeon, obstetrician, midwife, nurse,
maternity home, or hospital of any nature, parent, relative, and any person or persons
attendant on, or assisting in any way whatsoever, any woman at childbirth, or attend-

ant on, or asssting in any way whatsoever, any infant, or the mother of any infant, at
any time within two weeks after childbirth, knowing the condition hereinabove
defined to exist, and within eight hours thereafter to report such fact, as the State
board of health shall direct, to the local health officer of the city, village, or township
within which the infant is cared for.-

100. Duties of maternity homes, physicians, etc.-It shall be the duty of all maternity
homes and of hospitals, public and charitable institutions to maintain such records
of cases of ophthalmia neonatorum as the State board of health shall direct. It shall
be the duty of any and all maternity homes, hospitals, public anti charitable institu-
tions, and all other institutions having the care of any infant, in addition to reportipg
as hereinbefore provided, to employ a licensed physician in the treatnment of the con-
ditions described in regulation 96.

101. Duties of the local health officer.-It shall be the duty of the local health ollicer:
(a) To investigate each case as filed with him in pursuance with the law and any

other such case as may come to his attention.
(b) To report all cases of ophthalmia neonatorum, and the resuilt of all sue] ii esti-

gations as he shall make, as the State board of health shall direct.
(c) To conform to such other rules and regulations as the State board of health shall

promulgate for his further guidance.

NEW YORK.

Communicable Diseases-Association with Others of Persons Suffering from. (Reg.
Public Health Council, July 18, 1916.)

REG. 24.1 Exposure of persons affected uith communicable disease.-No person shall
permit any child, minor, or other person under his charge, affected with diphtheria,
measles, poliomyelitis, acute anterior (infantile paralysis), scarlet fever, smallpox, or
typhus fever, to asociate with others than his attendants.
No person affected with any of said diseases shall expose himself in such manner as

to cause or contribute to, promote, or render liable their spread.

MUNICIPAL ORDINANCES, RULES, AND REGULATIONS PER-
TAINING TO PUBLIC HEALTH.

BRIDGEPORT, CO01N.

Common Drinking Cups-Prohibited in Public Places. (Reg. Bd. of H., Sept. 1,
1916.)

SECrION 1. No person shall provide or expose any cup, mug, drinking glass, or
similar article for use by the public generally in any place under his control, or allow
any cup, mug, drinking glass, or similar article to be so provided, exposed, or used
there, unless such cup, mug, drinking glass, or other, article has been thoroughly
cleansed and has been sterilized since last used.

SEC. 2. Any person who violates any of the provisions of this regulation shall, on
conviction thereof, be punished by a fine not exceeding $25.

Manure-Care and Removal. (Reg. Bd. of H., Aug. 24, 1916.)
Manure must be kept in box or bin with tight-fitting cover, properly ventilated.
Mfanuire must be removed at once when box is filled, and must not be allowed to lie,

free on the premises.

Soda Fountains-Must Have Facilities for Cleaning Cups or Paper Cups Must be
Supplied. (Reg. Bd. of H., Aug. 25, 1916.)

All soda founitains must either have a sink and running water at the soda fountain
in order to comply with the regulations for the cleaning of cups in running water frQm
three to five minutes before using, or sanitary paper cups must be supplied.

HORNELL, N.- Y.

Health Authorities-Appointment and Duties. (Ch. 409, Act N. Y. Leg., May 3,
1916.)

SEC. 84. Section 210 of said chapter [ch. 288 of laws of 1906] is hereby amended to
read as follows:

SEC. 210. The present board of health of the city of Hornell is hereby abolished
and the terms of office of the commissioners thereof and of the health officer appointed
by said commissioners or their predecessors shall expire as soon as this act takes effect
and a new board of health and health officer have been appointed and qualified pur-
suant to the provisions of the public health law of the State of New York. The city
clerk shall be the secretary or clerk of the board of health. The registrar of vital
statistics in and for the city of Hornell shall be appointed by the board of health.
The registrar shall keep a record of the vital statistics, and shall, on or before the tenth
day of each month, make out and cause to be published a report of the deaths, births,
and marriage3 occurring in the city during the previous month; he shall also make
an anniual report on the first day of January in each year and present the same to the
board of health, and shall perform all other dutie3 required by the general laws of the
State. He shall receive for the use of the city of Hornell all fee3 which by general
law the registrar of vital statistics is entitled to demand and receive and pay the same
over to the chamberlain of said city. The board of health shall employ when necessary
a sanitary inspector, a plumbing inspector, and a milk inspector, at salaries to be fixed
by the common council, and shall prescribe their powers and dutic3 as such inspectors.
They shall perform such other dutie3 as may be assigned by the board of health with-
out further or additional compensation therefor. The terms of office of the present
anitary, plumbing, and milk inspectors shall terminate when this act takei effect.
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SAN ANTONIO, TEX.

Ice Cream-Manufacture, Care, and Sale. (Ord. Nov. 20, 1916.)

No ice cieam shall be manufactured or stored in any portion of a building which is
used for the stabling of horses or other animals, or in any room used in whole or in part
for the domestic or sleeping purposes, unless the manufacture and storage room for ice
cream is separated from other parts of the building to the satisfaction of the health
officer. All rooms in which ice cream is manufactured or stored shall be provided
with tight walls and floors, windows and door screens and kept constantly clean. The
walls and floors of said rooms shall be of such construction as to permit rapid and thor-
ough cleansing. The room or rooms aforesaid shall be equipped with appliances for
washing or sterilizing all utensils employed in the mixing, freezing, storage, sale or
distribution of ice cream, and all such utensils after uise shall be thoroughly washed
with boiling water, or sterilized by steam. Vessels used in the manufacture and sale
of ice cream shall not be employed as containers of other substances than ice cream.

All establishments in which ice cream is manufactured shall be equipped with
facilities for the proper cleansing of hands of operatives, and all persons immediately
before engaging in the mixing of any ingredients entering into the composition of ice
cream, or its subsequent freezing and handling, shall thoroughly wash his or her hands
and keep them clean during such manufacturing and handling. All persons shall be
dressed in clean garments while engaged in the manufacture and handling of ice cream.
No urinal, water-closet, or privy shall be located in the room mentioned above or

so situated as to pollute the atmosphere of said room.
All vehicles used in the conveyance of ice cream for sale or distribution shall be

kept in a cleanly condition and free from offensive odors.
Ice cream kept for sale in any shop, restaurant, or other establishment shall be

stored in a covered box or refrigerator; such box or refrigerator shall be properly drained
and cared for and shall be kept tightly closed, except during such intervals as are
necessary for the introduction or removal of ice cream or ice, and they shall be kept
in such location and under such conditions as shall be approved by the board of health.
Every person engaged in the manufacture, storage, transportation, sale or distribu-

tion of ice cream, immediately on the occurrence of any- case or cases of communicable
disease either in himself, or in his family or amongst his employees, or within the
building or premises where ice cream is manufactured, stored, sold, or distributed,
shall notify the health department, and at the same time shall suspend the sale and
distribution of ice cream until authorized to resume the same by the health officer.
No vessels which have been handled by persons suffering from such disease shall be
uised to hold or convey ice cream until they have been thoroughly sterilized.
All cream, milk, or skimmed milk employed in the manufacture of ice cream shall,

before use, be kept at a temperature not higher than 500 F., unless it is pasteurized
before being so used. No cream, milk, or skimmed milk produced at a place that is
not licensed by the city shall be used in the manufacture of ice cream unless it has
been pasteurized.
No person, by himself or by his servant or agent, or as the servant or agent of any

other person, firm, or corporation, shall sell, exchange, or deliver in the city of San
Antonio any ice cream which contains more than 500,000 bacteria per cubic centi-
meter, or less than 8 per cent butter fat, except where fruit or nuts are used for the
purpose of flavoring, when it shall not contain less than 6 per cent butter fat.
When fruits or nuts are used in the manufacture of ice cream, the fruit shall be

sound, clean, and mature, the nuts shall be sound and nonrancid.
Ice cream shall be deemed adulterated within the meaning of this act:
First. If it shall contain boric acid, formaldehyde, or any other added substance

or compound that is deleterious to health.
Second. If it shall contain salts or copper, iron oxide ochers, or any coloring sub-

stance deleterious to health: Provided, That this paragraph shall not be construed
to prohibit the use of harmless vegetable coloring matter in ice cream when not used
for fraudulent purposes.
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Third. If it shall contain any deleterious flavoring matter or flavoring matter not
true to name.

Fourth. If it be an imitation of or offered for sale under the name ofanother artiele.
Nothing in this act shall be construed to prohibit the use of fresh eggs and not

exceeding one-half of 1 per cent of pure gelatine, gum tragacant, or other veg-
etable gum.

It shall be unlawful for any person, by himself or by his servant or agent or as the
servant or agent of another person, firm, or corporation, to sell, offer for sale, expose
for sale, or have in possession with intent to sell, any ice cream in any container
which is falsely labeled or branded as to the name of the manufacturer thereof, or to
misrepresent in any way the place of manufacture of ice creanr or the manufacturer
thereof, or the ingredients therein contained; or any ice cream which has been adul-
terated within the meaning of this act.
No old or melted ice cream, or ice cream returned to the manufacturer from what-

ever cause, shall again be used in the preparation of ice cream.
Any person, firm, or corporation who shall violate any of the provisions of this act

shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be sentenced to
pay a fine of not less than $25 nor more than s200.
Ice Cream Parlors and Soda Fountains-Sanitary Regulation-Sterilization of

Utensils. (Ord. Nov. 20, 1916.)
Ice cream parlors and soda fountains must be kept in a clean and sanitary

condition. The floors must be kept clean and free from litter and accumulated dirt;
the walls and ceilings must be free from cobwebs, dust, and accumulated dirt; the
counters, shelves, drawers, bins, and fixtures must be kept constantly clean; refriger-
ators and soda fountains must be free from foul and unpleasant odors, mold, and
slime. Glasware, spoons, etc., used at a soda fountain shall be thoroughly washed
and rinsed in clean water after each using; soda fountains, sirup cans, and bottles
shall be thoroughly washed before refilling; draft tubes shall be kept clean. Drainage
boards, sinks, shelves, etc., on which glasses are placed must be kept clean. Bever-
ages drawn from a fountain or faucet must be free from the danger of chemical action
while in contact with lead, copper, and other metals.

Individual drinking cups, etc.-Hereafter, individual one-service drinking cups shall
be provided and used in confectioneries and all other places dispensing soft drinks and
other beverages, where such establishments do not maintain and properly use ade-
quate facilities for the sterilization of glases and other vessels used in dispenang
beverages of all.kinds. These shall be destroyed immediately after being used to
serve a customer.
The use of straws is forbidden, except when such straws are kept protected from

dust and dirt in suitable'containers.
Drinking glasses for beveraoes at fountains, etc., shall not be used a second time

unless sterilized in the interim.
Any person, firm, or corporation who shall violate any of the provisions of this act

shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be sentenced to
pay a fine of not less than $25 nor more than $200.

WEST ORANGE, N. J.
Foodstuffs-Protection. (Reg. Bd. of H., Sept. 7, 1916.)

A supplement to an ordinance entitled "An ordinance for the protection of the
public health of the town of West Orange," passed May 8, 1900:
SECTION 1. No food which is ordinarily consumed without further cooking (fruit

anid vegetables excepted) shall be exposed for sale outside any building or within any
store, or delivered except in closed containers or wrappers.
Any person or persons violating this ordinance shall be liable to a penalty of not

less than $10 nor more than $100 on conviction thereof.
[This regulation was effective Oct. 19, 1916.]
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
